The people of Bloomfield were sur¬ 
prised last Saturday to see a former well- 
known citizen in his shirt-sleeves with 
hammer in hand engaged in putting up 
an unsightly fenoe vhloh closely resem¬ 
bled a pig-pen on the vacant plot of 


TUe political outlook in the Fourth 
Congressional District Is Interesting In¬ 
deed The Convention will be held at 
Horrietown on Tueeday, September 6. 

The Essex County townships will have 
28 votes In that convention. The great 
Granger counties of Hunterdon, Warren, 
Susaek and Morris will have about 84 
votes. 

A month ago the nomination was 
coooeded to Senator Johnston Cornish of 
Warren County, and no other candidate 
was talked about. The publication of 
an item In the Ekming New gave a turn 
to tbe political kaleidoscope and now 
the horoscope Is fairly dazzling with 
candidates. Following Is the item : 

“ With Morris County for Cutler and 
Sussex and Essex for Fowler, Cornish 
will ha\ o hard rowing to reach the goal 
of his ambition. Essex County may cast 
Its vote on the first ballot for a local 
favorite, such as Edwin A. Kayoer.” 

This was the first intimation the 
|H»llticians received that a storm was 
brewing and that tbe political lightning, 
like its electric namesake, was as liable 
to strike a hen-coop as a knight's castle. 
Instantly a dozen elaborately pointed 
lightning rods weut up with a view to 
attracting the Congressional lightning 
in the direction of their respective 
owners. Among the spires erected in 
addition to Mr. Raynor's may be dis¬ 
tinguished that of Joseph D. Gallagher, 
also a “local favorite." It Is needless to 
state that the spire in Glon Ridge dis¬ 
plays all the beauty and glitter that 
would be expected of one erected In that 
locality, and that If the term “honor¬ 
able" that attaches to the name of a 
Member of Congress requires a uegree 
of dignity on the part of its possessor It 
could uot fall into better hands than 
that of Joseph D. Gallagher. While Mr. 
Gallagher can be as meek as a kitten be 
ci>uld paralyze W&sbingtou, D. C., with 
dignity if required. 

Just north of Bloomfield Avenue an¬ 
other bright spire is observed pointing 
ibrird fnun th«* rmtf **# Uo osideoce 
of Robert H. Rudd. This spire. In due 
keeping with the character of its owner,is 
a very modest one—not nearly so con- 
iplcious as Mr. Gallagher’s, ss It would 
never do for North Glen Ridge to try to 
outshine South Glen Ridge. Neverthe¬ 
less Congressional dignity could be well 
maintained by Mr. Rudd, ami a wide 
circle of political friends would like to 
•ee the lightning descend that rod. 

Up In Montclair a fierce pointed spire 
has been run up as If it was the inten¬ 
tion of its owner to pierce the lightning 
on the wing. It Is the lightning rod of 
the redoubtable Dr. Clarence W. Butler, 
a Montclair “local favorite." L 

Tbe little township of Verona, not one 
wit abashed, has persuaded Its “local 
favorite" to put up a rod in hopes that 
the lightning may escape Morristown 
and Washington, N. J., and be Intercept¬ 
ed at Verona before It reaches Montclair 
or Bloomfield. This spire Is on the 

residence of ex-Judge John L. Johnson, 
a widely known politician. 

The cause of this multiplicity of candi¬ 
dates Is tbe subject of much speculation. 

A brief glance at tbe situation may 
suffice to explain. Senator Johnston 
Utrolsh is a very rich man. Congress¬ 
man Samuel Fowler aud tbe Hon. 
Augustus W. Cutler, his principal op¬ 
ponents, are very powerful politicians 
and have considerable means. A good 
Democrat never lets a dollar stand in 
tbe way of attaining bis sods, or If 
necessity requires It, a quantity of dol¬ 
lars, and the “local favorite" who stands 
in the way of one of tbe general favor¬ 
ites will be apt to be well compensated 
to step down and out. He will be 
thoroughly convinced that it will be to 
tbe public interest ami to his own lu- 
terest to do ho. He will not bo left In 
doubt as to bis own interest. Hones 
the query, Are these numerous dandl- 
dutes actually hungering after Con- 
xresMlonal honors, or are they merely 
plotting for |»elf? I . • I 1 

From a local standpoint it would l*e 
gratifying ludeed to wee a Bloomfield 
“liH*aJ favorite" honored with the (bn* 
KreasiouaJ nomination In this district, 
hut the fear U expressed that while the 
a*idrauta named may lm great aud 
lU'Kbty iu their own little province, 
when they arc placed alongside of the 
great Granger candidates they will 
dwindle to plgmaticnl proportions, and 
u»ay even lie passed over iu the distri¬ 
bution of the Immm'Is. It is feared that 
the Bloomfield candidates will be tin* 
modest to strike for tbe boodle. To 
overcome this It haa been suggested 
that Thomas 4.

Tke New HaTe Dupwlt 

The large safe deposit vault, built by 
the Hall Safe A Lock Company for the 
Bloomfield National Bank, arrived" on 
Wednesday and was placed m position 
at the bank on a substantial foundation 
built expressly for Its reception. It msy 
be said of this foundation that in case of 
the destruction of the bank building by 
fire it would boimpossible for the vault 
to fall from Its place. Tho large safe 
weighs 21,540 pounds. Its'outside di¬ 
mensions are 93 inches high, 73 Inches 
wide and 40 Inches deep. The Inside 
dimensions are Cl Inches high, 53 Inches 
wide and 22 inches deep. Tho thick 
walls of tbs safe aro of stbel, fire-proof 
material and burglor-proof metal. The 
doors are locked by tbs gravity auto¬ 
matic motor device, worked by Hall's 
double 80-hour time looks. There is no 
aperture of any sort on tbe ontslde of 
the doors. No keyhole presents Itself 
ss a lodgment for tbe dynamite of a 
burglar. 

l^When tbe cashier desires to close the 
safe at night bo sets the dock to run a 
certain number of hours, at the expira¬ 
tion of which a heavy weight is released 
and drops several inches, drawing the 
lock-bolt with It, so that the doors oao 
be opened. The safe cannot be opened 
by the cashier or anybody else until the 
time for which the clocks were set arrives. 
Tbe clock Is duplicated, so that In case 
of one getting out of order the other 
will do the work. 

Tbe interior of the safe contains 143 
boxes, tbs smallest of which is 51-9 
ln«hes wide, 3 Inches deep, snd 20 Inches 
long. Tbe boxes vary in depth up to 0 
inches, but are all of the same width 
aud length. A small steel door one-half 
Inch thick guards the eutrance to each 
box. Two keys are required to open 
this door; one, tbe “master" key, which 
Is III the possession of the bank cashier 
and the other the proj>erty of the lessee 
of the bo*. The master key will not 
«>peu the dtH>r. It simply forces back 
one bolt. Tbe box-owner’s key forces 
the other one aud he Is the only person 
who cau gain admittance to the box. 
The safe Is a magnificent piece of work. 
It Is os absolutely proof against Are and 
robbery ss It Is possible to make It. 
Those desiring to reut boxes oan now 
make application at the bank. 

Tne order for the safe was taken by 
U W. Mowen, the Newark agent for the 
Hall Safe Company. The work of con¬ 
struct! ug tbe foundation and placing tbe 
safe was under bln personal supervision, 
ami has glveu great satisfaction to the 
bank ofOeialai'^ ' * • * J

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MET DEATH ON THE TRACK. 


Yiewa of a Resident 

To ths Editor of Ths 

Sis : I have road with great Interest 
tho two articles In your lamia of August 
20th in which you treat In your usual 
pleasant and humorous way of th* ob¬ 
jection In Glen Ridge te the fire-alarm 
telegraph-poles. . • 

I must plead guilty to living In that 
region of outer darkness known as Glen 
Ridge; also to owning a small plot of 
ground with an bumble dwelling on It; 
also to a deep-rooted dlnlike to poles of 
all descriptions In front of me. 

Having thus made confession of all 
these grievous alas, I beg to be allowed 
to repudlatte that devotion to Arlstotto 
which Is Imputed to my Unhappy section. 
It may be that In my oollege days I 
knew something of the teachings of the 
Greek, and it jnay be that the reading 
has left a lasting improaekm upon me 
and affected my whole life; but I oan 
assure you, Mr. Editor, that it Is not 
ths oustoni In Glen RMgc, so far ea I 
know, to read the writings of Aristotle 
oftener than once a day, and that much 
as lie Is justly admired he has not os yet 
takon the place of tho family Bible or 
the morniug newspaper, and of course 
not of your spicy snd Interesting weekly, 
with Its Impartial and truthful disserta¬ 
tions on Glen Ridge. 

Eternal vigilance, as you justly re¬ 
mark, Is tbe prico of liberty, and it is 
true that tho fellow eternally on the 
lookout may uot always i be an amiable 
citizen or neighbor, that Is, to all men; 
for instanco, tho fellow eternally on the 
lookout to preserve his watch or his 
pocket-book Is certainly not esteemed 
an amiable citizen by the fellow-man 
who covets them. A groat deal depends 
on the polut of view. 

But from tho ridiculous let us descend 
to tho sublime, from fancy to fact. 

The Township Committee, with the 
very best and kindest Intentions, de¬ 
termined to locate a fire-alarm box at 
the corner of Clark titroot and Hillside 
Avenue. This necessitated the erection 
of poles ou Clark 8treet. The residents 
of that street ohj*H-ted to the poles. 
They said: We would rather run a little 
farther to the present boxes; or If the 
Township Committee desire really to 
bring these boxes nearer us, let them 
locate one ou Clark street* where the 
poles already are, not over five hundred 
feet from the proposed site. 

I fail to see anything unreasonable in 
this position, or any cause for complaint 
on the part of the other sections of tbe 
township. Tbe people of this section 
have shown the same disregard for their 
own convenience in refusing to permit 
the erection of telephone-poles. 

Now, it may bo that this feeling 
against poles is foolish and short-sight¬ 
ed, and that If Glen Ridge people could 
only soe their own best Interests more 
clearly, they would welcome the tele¬ 
graph-pole, thf telephone-pole, the fire- 
alarm pole, the electric-light pole, the 
district-: elcgraph pole, and that most 
desirable of all, tbe trolley-pole, aud the 
spider web of wires that go with them. 
But for some reason they do uot see tho 
beauty of these poles and wires, it may 
be through Ignorance, it may be from the 
fact that their tastes are simpler and 
perhaps need education; it may even be 
possible that this Idea of beauty is due 
to -their devotion to Greek models or 
ideas of l»eauty. But from whatever 
reason, the fact remains that they do 
not like them, aud it certululy is the 
duty of those living Iu the more enlight¬ 
ened and favored (tarts of this town, of 
those who have for years contemplated 
the pole opposite tbelr door decked in 
its many-h tied'advertisements, and have 
learned its true beauty, to try to edu¬ 
cate us In the backwoods, anti it Is not 
kind or Christlau to scoff at our bliud- 
ness and ignorance. 

Let lae, iu closing, ask you from what 
ancient Greek writer the gentleman 
quotes who writes on your editorial 
page that “The law unquestionably 
gives the Township Committee the right 
to use the streets of the township for 
any public pur|M»eoe.’’

In 1873 occurred ono of the greatest 
religious revivals ever witnessed in Wat- 
Bosslng. Over two hundred people pro¬ 
fessed conversion. Not only was the 
Watsessing Church materially benefited 
by the work done, but the establish¬ 
ment of the Ferry M. E. Church was 
largely due to that revival. The Rev. 
Horace W. Burns, now in the New York 
Conference, was pastor of the Watses- 
slag Church at the time. He was fresh 
from Draw Theological Seminary thon, 
and secured the able assistance of 
seminary students In the revival work. 
Among these latter were two young 
men who were promlnontly Identified 
with tho work and devoted their whole 
time to K for several weeks. These 
two were Messrs. Goodwin and Robin¬ 
son, and the great revival is ofton re¬ 
ferred to as the Goodwin and Roldnson

revival. Many of the leading members 
of the church now were converted at 
that time, and they stayed in the church 
and have grown up with It. 

When Messrs. Goodwin and Robinson 
finished their course at the Seminary, 
they wont to India as missionaries. 
Mr. Goodwin, It 1a reported, died there. 
Mr. Robinson has returned to this 
country, and Is announoed to preach in 
the Watsessing M. E. Church. If the 
announcement of his coming la well 
circulated, he will no doubt receive a 
a hearty welcome from the large number 
of friends made by himself and Mr. 
Goodwin during their stay here. 

Mr. Robinson was at that period of 
his life aD excellent baritone soloist, and 
his rendering of the solo “ No Hope 
Beyond" made an Impression that has 
never been forgotten.
